Jefferson had the sensitiveness of 


a girl to praise, and the tremulous- 
ness of a child under rebuke. But 
he had an unconquerable tenacity 
of purpose. 
"Pliant and concilia- 


tory in manner," Henry Adams calls 
him, "but steady as the magnet it- 
self in aim." 
Like "Wilhelmus Kieft, 


he was convinced that an unkind 
fate had scored a ten-to-one shot j earth a new era of peace and good 
against him. When the failure of 


a government which should inter- 
fere in no way with private action, 
and he had created one which inter- 
fered directly in the concerns of 
every private citizen in the land » 
* * He had hoped to make his coun- 
try pure and free, to abolish war, 
with its train of debt, extravagance, 
corruption and tyranny; to build up 
a government devoted only to useful 
and moral objects, to bring upon 


his peaceable coercion became ob- 
vious, he wrote to Monroe: "There 
has never been a situation in the 
world in which such endeavors as 
we have made would not have se- 
cured our peace. It is probable that 
there will never be such another." 
This conviction that he was the vic- 
tim of chance, and of the pigmy- 
mmdedness of his fellow country- 
men, was never altered. Within a. 
few months of his death, in 1826, he 
wrote to Giles: 
"Persevered in a

That two men of this carious char- 


acter, actuated by identically the 
same ideals and theories,- and as- 
suming autocratic authority in the 
name of democracy, should have 
been elected and re-elected to the 
Presidency of the United States, and 
at an interval of over a hundred 
years, "affords a curious commen- I 
tary on our national psychology. The 
fact seems to be that they appealed 
to our two dominant virtues, each of 
which nurtures in its heart a vice 
that at any moment may become 
dominant. We are at once the most 
practical of peoples and the most 
idealistic. We are quite capable of 
standing aside while the world is in 
conflagration—not to fiddle, oh no!

Sonoma Mission already belongs to 


the state. 


It was purchased . from private 


ownership fifteen years ago by funds 
raised by public subscription—it was 
in use as a stable and saloon at the 
time of purchase—and is now tho re- 
pository for historic objects and doc- 
uments of interest. With funds ap- 
propriated by the legislature, the old 
structures 
have been 
restored as 


nearly as possible 
to the original 


plan, the work going on under direc- 
tion of the State Engineering De- 
partment. 


Thus it can be seen that the perti- 


nent suggestion of Governor Stephens 
is not wholly without precedent. 


As everybody Knows, there were 


twenty-one missions in the chain of 
establishments 
that 
spanned, the 


coast from San Diego to Sonoma. Of 
these, lour have been completely 
lost—Santa 
Cruz, 
Solcdad, Santa 


Clara, and San Rafael. But sketches 
and enough historic data are avail- 
able to reconstruct them, should the 
need arise. Indeed, models for some 
of them,

Who will save San Diego, the first 


crad.le of western civilization—and 
save' it right? 


Who will save the whole picture- 


esque chain of missions—-one of the 
greatest commercial assets of Cali- 
fornia, and of America—and save 
them right? 


To be sure, the title to the prop- 


erty would necessarily have to pass 
into the hands of the state, before 
public moneys could be expended 
upon them. 
. But that is a mere detail of a big 
plan. 


And indeed it had been gone into 


a year or two ago, when a way was 
made clear for such an eventuality. 
What would it cost? 
Four years ago, when labor condi- 


tions were less tense, $3,000,000 was 
estimated to be an approximate cost, 
excluding the missions that were in 
fair condition, like Santa Barbara, 
San Gabriel and San Luis Rey. 


In dollars and cents, how could we 


reckon the' loss or the old missions, 
if we stand by idly while they melt 
away under the beat of the winter 
rains? 


Governor Stephens 'sowed the seed 


in that luncheon talk.

Ruef Heard From 


There may be a popular idea that a man under 


probation is unrestrained, being released from 
captivity and permitted to roam at his will except 
that he must observe such slight conditions as 
will keep the authorities informed as to his ap- 
proximate whereabouts, or at least assured that 
he has not taken French leave. There is testimony 
that the popular idea is wrong. It is good testi- 
mony, being based on the experience of one of 
the most notable probationers in tbe State's his- 
tory.

Where the Senator Lives

in that time when all the region was subject to 
the English crown.

A tradition is that Washington was a 


frequent visitor at the mansion in the picturesque 
days when the F. F. V/s were in their richest 
effulgence, and before the struggle began for 
national freedom. It must have been subsequent 
to the time of colonial grandeur when Lafayette 
put up there: the bed is shown in which he 
slept. The place is owned by a man of wealth, 
who retains it for its memories, and it is the im- 
pression that ultimately it will be acquired by

As to the Y. M. C. A. 


Professor Mangold, one of the social welfare 


lecturers at the University of California, who ex- 
pressed himself to. the effect that the Young 
Men's Christian Association would not fill the 
gap left by the elimination of the saloon and the 
abolishing of liquor-making and selling, not only 
invoked dissent at home, but has stirred Y. M. C.

his laws, though it often entails months of Wor\ and feats of detective genius which far outstrip those of 
fiction. Though written in narrative form, the articles in this series are all based on fact—facts, in many 
cases, available only since the cessation of hostilities. Names and locations have had to be altered, but 
a full report of each case Would be found in the archives of the different 
departments if they Were thrown 


open to public inspection, for these'are but a few of the instances in which the long arm of Uncle Sam has 
reached forth to seize the men who b^eafy his laws.

Monsieur Dalcroze is that he is 
not a dancing teacher and that eu- 
rythmics had nothing to do with 
dancing, not a thing on earth.

• as just remarked, put some- 


what of a crimp in dancing when 
it is better known, but that is by 
the way. In fact, statistics.' — and al- 
ready there are statistics about eu- 
rythmics— show that few pupils of 
tho now art ever become dancers. 


Dalcroze does not impart to pu- 


pils the technique of any recognized 
branch of science or art. What he 
does impart is an educational prin- 
cipal. the devotees of which warmly 
say it is of unlimited possibilities 
and immensely superior

ciple of Dalcroze's is rhythm.

Originally Monsieur Dalcroze was

half dozen or so books to Lincolriianu. One of the latest 
volume.* published is "The Soul of Ann Rntledge," by Bcrnie 
Babcock, reviewed in The TRIBUNE of May lllh last. Ann 
Rutledgc was the fiancee of Lincoln-and her early death was 
the first of the great sorrows that entered the Emancipator's 
life. 


Very few people in die world know that Ann's youngest 


sister, "Baby Sally," whom Lincoln was wont to hold on his 
knee in those happy courtship days, is living in California. 
She came to this State many years ago with her husband and 
is now residing at the little town of Sisquoc, near Santa 
Maria. Mrs. Sally Rutlcdge Saundcrs (she is now) is eighty- 
nine years of age. She remembers Lincoln clearly and all 
the details of his relations with the Rutledgc family. 


As ':Baby Sally" she was a favorite with the young Jlli- 


noisan who afterward became the martyred President. She 
often sat on his knee while he told stories to her ar\d her 
brother Tommy. She was held in his arms at the funeral of 
Ann and remembers well the grief that shook his frame. 
There was no "city" in Illinois at that time, but only the 
rude pioneer village on the Sangamon, and it was not hours, 


but months before Lincoln recovered sufficiently from his grief to take up any work again. 
And then he went to Springfield, leaving behind the scene of his great sorrow. 


The Rutledges were a prominent family in the colonies from the earliest settlement of Mas- 


sachusetts. The great grandfather of Ann and Sally, Edward Rutledgc, was a signer of the 
Declaration of Independence and later Governor of South Carolina. Her great uncle John was 
one of the framers of the Constitution and also governor of South Carolina. Her father was a 
leading citizen of the little settlement on the Sangamon and he and Ann were sick at the same
